Christmas Post Cards On 

Display In Public Library 

A large and impressive display of Christmas post 
cards can be found this month in the glass display case 
at the Sierra Madre Public Library. Traditional Christ¬ 
mas greetings were sent by- 


post card at the turn of the 
century, and those colorful 
Santa Chius cards are prized 
by collectors today*. Santa 
first made his appearance 
on postal greeting cards as 
early as 1874 when general 
Christmas postals were first 
making their appearance in 
the United States and Eng¬ 
land. 

Santa wasn’t always a fat 
and jolly fellow. Most of the 
early cards, circa 1907-1912 
pictured him as a thin, 
bleak-looking beggar wear¬ 
ing a diu 11-colored, long, 
fur-trimmed coat. This im 
age comes from an early 
legend about St. Nicholas 
who was a bishop famous 
for his generosity. He was 
the patron saint of sailors, 
children and young people, 
and was the source of holi¬ 
day giving. 

The Dutch brought tho 
legend of St. Nicholas with 
them to the new world. 
Through their influence, he 
lost his lean look and be¬ 
came a rotund, chuckling, 
and good-natured old gen¬ 
tleman with, elfish humo*. 
He was re-clothed in a bright 
red suit with a shorter coat 
iind black boots. His long, 
flowing beard became short- 


a bi-plane, at sea in a motor 
boat, a-mount a humble bur¬ 
ro, .and, oi course, in his 
sleigh. 

Some of the card publish¬ 
ers produced series of cards 
in which Santa crosses the 
sky, lands on a roof, dos 
cends the chimney, places 
the gifts under the tree and 
in the stockings aned is al¬ 
most caught by (he children. 
Each artist tried to outdo the 
others Ln developing Christ¬ 
ina,^ scenes for Santa. 

The purpose of tliis dis¬ 
play at the Sierra Madre 
Library is to share the de¬ 
velopment of Santa as a part 
of our culture with the pub¬ 
lic.

Indoor gardens, a 6-week 
workshop for first and 
second grade students meet¬ 
ing once a week after school. 
Class discussion and projects 
center around learning the 
importance of plants, the 
function of each plant part, 
and basic propagation and 
care of plants. Students will 
make succulent cuttings 
which they later arrange in 
a planter. Each student will 
also make a. terrarium. All 
projects are for the students 
to take home. 

Container gardening, a 6- 
vveek workshop for third and 
fourth grade students. Stu¬ 
dent.; will learn the basics 
of growing plants in con¬ 
tainers. They will grow an¬ 
nual flowers from seed and 
then transplant them to con¬ 
tainers to be taken home. 
They will make cuttings for 
a hanging container and put 
together a simple jute hang¬ 
er. For a final project the 
students will plant and 
learn to care for bulbs In a 
container. 

Vegetable gardening, an 
18-week Saturday morning 
workshop for fifth and sixth 
grade students. Worki n g 
with their own plot, stu¬ 
dents will learn the impor¬ 
tance of soil preparation 
and plot planning. Each stu¬ 
dent will draw a plan show¬ 
ing which crops are to be 


more easily grown from 
transplants and which from 
seed. They will also learn 
the proper care of their 
plants and when they are 
ready for harvest. All crops 
grown are the students to 
take home. 

Plan propagation, a 10- 
week workshop for seventh, 
eighth and ninth, grade stu¬ 
dents. Students will prac¬ 
tice many of the mehods of 
propagation and will learn 
how to care for their plants 
during propagation. Students 
are shown how to propagate 
many house plants and they 
will put together several 
projects to take home.

Dear W. A., 

As far as we know, there 
are no laws on the books 
which specifically prohibit 
discrimination beealuse of 
weight or height. In fact, 
several occupations such as 
police and firefighters have 
stringent regulations in this 
area. 

However, there are laws 
which, require employers to 
prove that the requirements 
for a position are “bona 
fide occupational qualifica¬ 
tions.” That is, that phj'sieal 
requirements are necessary 
in order to perform one’s 
duties. 

The “county standards” 
which you mention may be 
related to insurance or 
health requirements. You 
sthould find out more about 
why the standards wens set, 
and then ask the Equal Em¬ 
ployment Oppnrt unities 
Commission for a ruling. 

Another option open to you 
may be the Fair Employ¬ 
ment Practices Commission 
which reviews cases of em¬ 
ployment discrimi nation 
based on race, color, creed, 
national origin, ancestry or 
sex. They have recently ad¬ 
ded discrimination -based on 
physical handicaps to their 
list of prohibited employ- 
men practices, and you may 
be able to file a complaint 
with them. Good luck to 
you.

Tii<> trouble is, though, that 
the controlled media have 
withheld’ from you tlie depth 
of the vileness and filth 
with which the textbooks 
are filled. And now tlie "Lib- 
eral” counts have decided 
the matter (at least for now) 
in favor of flic filth and 
against, the parents. 

You see, most of the peo¬ 
ple in Kanawha County, 
West Virginia, are funda¬ 
mental Protestants. Like 
many people of other de¬ 
nominations, they believe 
the Holy Bible i s literally 
Irue, and they feel that sod¬ 
omy, fornication, adulery, 
and blasphemy (among 
other things) are contrary to 
God’s law. Tims they were 
outraged when they learned 
that their tax money was 
being used to purchase text¬ 
books for their piublie 
schools which condoned and 
often advocated these sins. 

Parents went to court to 
charge that government ac¬ 
tion wat lacing used to vio¬ 
late their right to freedom 
of religion. Their reasoning 
was that “secular human¬ 
ism” is .a. religion in itself 
and that, since it was being 
promoted by tiie required 
textbooks, their First 
Amendment rights were 
•being violated. 

Well, these parents didn’t 
get very far. Their suit was 
dismissed. The judge ruled 
that forcing children to read 
such obscenity was not a 
violation of their freedom of 
religion. In short, schools 
cannot mandate that chil¬ 
dren read the Bible, for that 
would be the establishment 
of a religion; but they can 
force them to read materials 
that promote .adultery, blas¬ 
phemy, and sex perversion.

The End of Tax Aid 
For Athletic Enterprises 

Sacramento voters overwhelmingly rejected a propo¬ 
sal to add ten cents to the property tax to build a sports 
complex. The vote was 57.738 no to 41,298 yes. 

The issue is of significance statewide for several 
reasons. First of all, it illustrated the maximum in bad 
timing. Taxpayers had just received their property tax 
bills, tax bills which had risen markedly due to increases 
in both assessments and tax rales. It also was the first 
time many had received the notices under a new state 
law which required the buyer to receive a copy of the 
bill, which previoulsy, in many instances, went only to 
the mortgage holder. 

It also probably indicates the days of promoters using 
taxpayers to provide complexes for their enterprises may 
be ending in California. Only Sacramento and the San 
Jose area would appear to have populations large enough 
at present to consider a major sports complex. 

The Sacramento promotion followed almost classic 
lines used in other cities to promote sports complexes. The 
most recent have been Detroit, New Orleans and Seattle. 

There was no organized opposition to the complex. 
Even the County Taxpayers League of Sacramento en¬ 
dorsed the measure, concluding it would bring in more 
money than it would cost the taxpayers. 

Both major newspapers endorsed the measure and 
ran articles showing how other cities had benefitted from 
sports complexes. 

Civic groups joined in the list of those supporting 
and the ballot arguments stated there was no argument 
against the measure. Civic pride was appealed to as the 
sports complex was promoted as the one thing needed 
to convert Sacramento into a lesser sports capital. 

Why, then, did the issue fail so totally ? 

One factor in the failure may bo resentment from 
county voters over a convention center which voters twice 
rejected and then was built by the city and county through 
a joint powers agreement. The newspaper articles ex¬ 
plaining why the convention center would be good for 
Sacramento were almost identical to those promoting the 
sports complex, only the name had been changed. 

But the voters probably deserve greater credit than 
mere resentment over past abuses. 

Sacramento is too close to San Francisco lor citizens 
not to know what Is happening at Oakland Coliseum and 
Candelstick Park. Declining attendance has increased 
rumors that at least one of the major league baseball 
teams will leave. Taxes on seats, which have priced many 
of the events out of the pocket book of most people, 
are failing to meet the obligations in at least one instance. 

At Candlestick Park the Giants owe $125,000 in rent 
due since last February. And the park will cost $600,000 
from hotel tax funds and $400,000 from city property 
taxes this year, according to the latest news. The indica¬ 
tions are that the costs will continue to climb as at¬ 
tendance at both Giant and 49er games declines, giving 
less taxes from ticket sales. 

In March of 1973 “Fortune” magazine, in an article 
titled “It’s Promoters vs. Taxpayers in the Superstadium 
Game” reviewed the history of superstadiums and the 
artlc-le rend* as if it were just written about Sacramen- 
in's promotion. 

Granted, the Sacramento proposal was considerably 
more modest. But the techniques were the same. 

“Fortune” reported "a relatively modest stadium can 
cost upwards of $30 million — and then fail to make 
enough money to pay for itself. Most, therefore, are fi¬ 
nanced with bonds issued by state, county, or city govern¬ 
ments that are supposed to be paid off by revenues de¬ 
rived from the project. But in practice these revenue 
bonds almost always turn out to load an open-ended 
general obligation ui>on the taxpayer. 

“The taxpayer rarely understands what he is in for 
when a stadium project is first announced. To drum up 
public support, the advocates of a stadium generally 
understate the probable costs, which invariably balloon 
as construction proceeds. They also overstate probable 
revenues by anticipating multiple uses for the structure 
rock concerts, races, fireworks displays, and conventions 
— that in actuality dwindle to a few. The stadium’s recur¬ 
ring deficits prove to be much higher than promised, and 
the taxpayer discovers that civic pride has been com¬ 
promised by special interests, blind boosterism and inept 
planning. Taited with deception, the ’can-do’ spirit becomes 
vitiated by a lingering bitterness than can undercut a city’s 
ability to finance other and perhaps more important 
projects.” 

The "Fortune” article pointed out that stadium plan¬ 
ners are not inclined to think small and expensive frills 
are added to create a monument. 

The Houston Astrodome, which set the pattern and 
whetted the appetite of those who aspire to build the 
“Chartres Cathedral" of stadiums, has not paid its way. 
In 1971 it lost $569,000, but the related enterprises, the 
baseball and football teams, the hotels and amusement 
park, all made money. 

Seattle, which does not have either a baseball or 
foot 1m 11 team, has completed a 65,(XX) seat stadium at a 
projected cost initially of $13 million. But the costs are 
not all in. There is inadequate parking and facilities will 
have to be built for at least 7,500 cars. In addition, the 
streets and highways will need about $8.5 million to make 
them capable of handling the traffic. Another $10.5 million 
will be needed for accompanying halls necessary to meet 
the original pledges of service. 

From a taxpayer viewpoint, this is what happened in 
Seattle. The cost was promoted at $1.21 for 10 years. It 
now is $1.38 for 40 years for the “average household.” 
And when they do go to their stadium it will be to sit 
in plastic seats, and on metal benches, not in cushioned 
seats as originally promised. 

The New Orleans super super-dome started out as a 
$35 million project and at last count had passed $151 
million. The probems there have had extensive reporting 
in recent months, and that, too, might have influenced 
the Sacramento voters.

“Most residential custom¬ 
ers of Southern California 
Gas Company will be ex¬ 
empt from paying any po:- 
tion of the rate increase 
which became effective Sun¬ 
day,” president D. W. Holmes 
of the California Pub 1 i c 
Utilities Commission said. 

Th,e $29,838,000 increase 
approved by the PUC last 
November 38 was granted to 
cover the first production 
payments under terms of an 
Atlantic RiehfielcT-SoCal Gas 
contract to secure rights to 
Northern Alaska gas. 

Holmes said that 70 pc 
cent of residential gas bills 
each year wene for 75 therms 
or less, the "lifetime” quan¬ 
tity adopted by he PUC for 
exemption from any part of 
the increase. 

Under the “lifeline” con¬ 
cept, residential users whr 
can conserve energy will bo 
rewarded with such exemp¬ 
tions or slight increases, 
while larger consumers will 
pay substantially more. 

For instance, the customer 
using 75 therms of gas a 
month will continue to pay 
$12.31, with no part of the 
bill going for the ARCO pro¬ 
ject. 

A user of 100 therms wiM 
pay $15.39, with 13 cents, or 
0.85 per cent going to AR¬ 
CO. A very large residential
